Health . of Five States Meet with 
Commissioner Reynolds and a Commit- 
tee of Wholesale Clothing Mannfactur- 
ers and Decide on a System of Thorough 
and Camplete Inspection=Money Fur- 
nished by Clothing Men, Whose Trade 
Was Unreasonably Threatened. 

By the concerted action of the health officers 
of Illinois, Ohio, Wisconsin, Michigan, and In- 


diana smallpox is to bestamped out of Chicago, 


and the West. Within a fewdays—not later than 
Monday—extra physicians and extra inspect- 


| ors will attack the plague in the sweat-shop 


districts, This wai decided upon yesterday 
at a conference of the health officers, Dr. 
Reynolds, and a committee of wholesale 
clothing manufacturers. The immense whole- 
sale clothing interests, recognizing the need 
of prompt action, will pay the bill. They de- 
clare emphatically that no infected clothing 
has been sent from the city, and under the 
21 conditions such a thing will be impos- 
sible, 

The conference was held wenbestas after- 
noon at the Grand Pacific Hotel. Those pres- 
ent were:. Health Commissioner Reynolds of 
Chicago, Secretary J. W. Scott of the Illinois 
Board of Health, Secretary J. T. Reed of the 
Wisconsin Board, Secretary H. B. Baker of 
the Michigan Board, Secretary C. N. Metcalf 
and Dr. D. C. Ramsey of the Indiana Board, 


Secretary Probst of the Ohio Board, Surgeon 
John B. Hamilton of the Marine Hospital, 


and Mrs. Florence Kelly, State Factory In- 
spector. The committee representing the 
wholesale clothing manufacturers was com- 
posed of Harry Hart of Hart, Schaffner & 
Mark, E. P. Griswold of ‘Griswold, Palmer & 
Co., Fred Siegel of Fred Siegel & Bro., A.

The conference was called by the Commis- 
sioners ot the severai States who threatcned 
to fordid the entrance into their States of 
manufactured textile garments. After recon- 
noitering among the sweat-shops and tene- 
ment houses they were convinced that it was 
not policy to permit clothing to be shipped 
out of the city much longer. Thus far there 
is no evidence that any infected garments 
have been placed on the market, since the 
clothing manufacturers themselves have taken 
every precaution to protect their business, 
and yesterday they readily agreed to adopt 
any measure that would drive the contagion 
out of the city, and they cheerfully agreed to 
pay the expense of a daily inspection of the 
tenement houses and sweat-shops. 

Meeting of the Clothing Men. 


The wholesale men were notified Wednes- 
day that the health officials of the outside 
States would like a conference with them yes- 
terday afternoon. At 1 o’clock seventy rep- 
resentatives of the wholesale interests gath- 
ered in club room A of the Grand Pacific 
and decided to organize an association for 
their mutual protection. They unanimously 
agreed to assist the authorities in any meas- 
ures that might be “proposed, and then ap- 
pointed a committee which met the health of- 
ficials.

The proposition, which was presented to 
the meeting as the ultimatum of the Health 
Boards of the four complaining States, was 
unatimously adopted and was as follows: 

That an efficient daily inspection of all places 
in which textile karments are manufactured in 
the City of Chicago be established and main- 


“tained under the direct supervision of the Illinois 


State Board of Health to the end that ho such 
articles from any infected locality shall be put 
upon the market for sale or shipment or be 
otherwise distributed to the menace of the public 
health. * 

Secretary Scott of the Illinois Board called 
the conference to order and said that it did 
not make any difference whether the views of 
the health boards of the ether States were 
founded on fact or not. The result, he said; 
was the same, for the manufactured clothing 
would be kept out of their States unlegs their 
wishes were complied with. Mr. Hart, the 
Chairman of the Clothing Manufacturers’ 
committee, then said: 

„On behalf of the clothing manufacturers 
I am authorized to say that they will follow 
all directions and do all in their power to 
stamp out the disease. We have already. had 
our men vaceinated and taken other precau- 
tions. It would bea mistake to think that 
the wholesale manufacturers are not ag much 
interested. in getting rid of the smallpox as 
any other members of the community, and 
we ure willing tosignify our intention by doing 
whatever is requested of us.”’ 

Dr. Reynolds delivered a short address in 
which he reviewed the methods adopted in 
combating the disease in Chicago. He de- 
clared that no infected clothing was being 
shipped from the city and only two confisca- 
tions had been made. By the end of the 
week he expected to have every smallpox 
patient properly quarantined. Nearly 400, 
000 persons, he added, had been vaccinated. 
Mrs. Florence Kelly, one of the State Factory 
Inspectors, suggested that no garments man- 
ufactured in the 950 sweatshops should be 
sold for six months. 

The question arose as to who would bear 
the expense of the additional force of phy- 
sicians, who it was thought must number ten 
at least as a beginning. 

Win Furnish the Money.

By yesterday’s action the quarantine voted 
by the Indiana Health Board becomes inop- 
erative. 

The following resolu tions were also adopt- 
ed: 

Resolved, That in the 2 of the conference 
strict quarantine by land is unnecessary at pres- 
ent, but the question may well be considered now 
whether any person from any tity where small- 
pox exists in epidemic form should be allowed 
to stop in our State without having a certificate 
of vaccination within the last three years, and 
that in case of establishment of quarantine all 
passengers boarding trains should be informed 
that unless provided with vaccination certificates 
from proper authorities they will be liable to 
examination and revaccination at the State line, 

Mathod of Inspection. 

The committee appointed to draft measures 
for dealing with smallpox epidemics in large 
cities made the following among other sug- 
gestions: * 

The city should be divided into districts con- 
taining not more than 10,000 people. 

Each district should be placed under the 
supervision of competent medical inspectors to 
(a) make a house to house inspection; (b) to 
successfully vaccinate within the shortest possi- 
ble time all persons who have not been vac- 
cinated during the outbreak, and that the first 
vaccination be within seven, days; (e) to properly 
disinfect all houses and their contents where 
smallpox occurs. 

Where possible each case of smalépox should 
be immediately romoved to a suitably con- 
structed and properly equipped and officered 
hospital. The patient treated in hospital has 
71 chances in 100 for recovery; ; the patient at 
home has only 59. 

The steamers Simon Langell, bound for 
Lake Superior, and the S. K. Martin for Me- 
nominee, Mich., are the only boats which have 
left port without passing the rigid inspection 
of the Marine Hospital service for smallpox. 
All the passenger lines are having their boats 
inspected on every trip in order to escape the 
threatened quarantine regulations of local 
authorities at the other end of their route. So 
strict are the passenger lines that every pas- 
senger taken on toard is required to be 


vaccinated. 


ALMED MEN LOOT A MISSOURI BANK, 


Four Citizens of Southwest City Badly 


Wounded=One Robber Shot. 
Noun, Mo., May 10.—At.3 o’elock this 
afternoon seven menarmed with Winchesters 
and revolvers rode into Southwest City, Mo., 


and robbed the bank, getting all the money 


the bank contained, between $3,000 and 


‘$4,000. They evidently came from the Ter. 


ritory, and were experts. They did the job in 
a business-like manner. Two of them were 
stationed on the sidewalk, three entered the 
bank, and two others guarded the horses. One 
hundred shots were tired by the robbers, and 
four prominent citizens were badly wounded. 
J. C. Seabourn and O. L. Seabourn were 
both shot through the groin; Mart Hem- 
bree had a leg broken by a bullet. 
S. F. Multon, United States Marshal, received 


a flesh wound in the leg. The robbers were 


ten minutes going through the bank. After- 
wards they mounted their horses and started 
for the Nation at a full gallop. As they were 
leaving the outskirts some one fired several 
shots at them, killing a horse and wounding a 
robber. He immediately secured another 
horse from a farmer who was passing and fol- 
lowed his pals. No resistance was offered by 
the citizens. The wounded men were shot 
while standing on the sidewalk, A posse was 
made up and has started in pursuit, but the 
robbers have a good start and will eben 
get awyx.

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ILLINOIS MEN REFUSE 


OOAL OPERATORS WILL PROBABLY 
NOT ENTER CONFERENCE. 


President McBride of the Mine-Workers 
Endeavors to Induce Them to Come In, 


but They Insist There Is No Wage Con- 
troversy, the Strike Being a Sympathy 
One=Whitebreast Company Tells Its 
Men Settlement Is Necessary—Hocking 
Valley Operators to Attend. 


Unless the coal operators of Illinois recede 
froin their present position they will not be 
represented in the joint conference of miners 
and operators at Cleveland next Tuesday. 
They will meet this morning here, but it is 
given out in the most emphatic terms by 
leading men that their course is already fixed. 
John McBride, President of the Miners’ 
Union, came to town yesterday and tried to 
induce the Illinois men to attend. 

McBride expresses the belief that the con- 
ference will effect a settlement of the strike. 
Coal men are. not so sanguine. The local sit- 
uation is said in some quarters to be less 
stringent.. In others it is said that a con- 
tinuance of existing conditions for ten 
days will bring consumers face to 
fach with a famine. In coal circles there 
was a revival of the stories that 
the heavy stocks of coal at northern lake 
ports was owned by Eastern operators. The 
same men by their policy of reducing the 
wages of their men, it was charged, had pre- 
cipitated the strike and ure now in a position 
to sell the coal at an enormous profit. 

When the joint convention of miners and 
operators was called at Cleveland for next 
Tuesday copies of tha circular were sent to 
all the Illinois operators. They speedily ar- 
ranged to meet in this city tomorrow. News of 
this meeting reached Columbus and influenced 
President McBride to come to Chicago. 
He saw President Morton of the Whitebreast 
Fuel company and President Sweet of the 
Wilmington Coal company, with others, and 
urged upon them the necessity of attending. 
They pointed out to him that they were not 
interested in the Eastern situation. President 
Morton, who has taken a leading part in the 
correspondence and discussion, said: 

’ “ McBride has strongly urged the lilinois 
operators to have a representation at Cleve- 
land, but it is not in the least likely that they 
will attend themselves or be represented. 
The position of the Northern Illinois operators 
is that they have no interest in the Eastern 
situation and that it is useless for them to at- 
tempt to settle their troubles until the wages 
in Central and Southern Illinois advance.“ 

McBride Expects a Settlement. 


President McBride said: ‘I believe the 
conference will settle the difficulties amicably. 
At the results of the conference are what we 

expect the wages of the Eastern miners will 
be increased in sume cases 10 cents and in 
others 20 cents a ton and the mine operators 
will be put onethe same relative footing ag re- 
ards competition. The present strike of the 
llinois men is understood to be 
one of syinpathy, which is not true. 
They are striking against a reduction. 
I believe the Illinois operators will now join 
with us. Should our conference fail to settle 
the trouble ten or fifteen days will produce a 
coal famine that will reach the homes of the 
smallest coal consumer. The conference will 
continue from Tuesday until Saturday at any 
rate. A ten days’ shut-down after that would 
‘nue out the fires in all the factories of the

At Duluth, Superior, Milwaukee, Gladstone, 
Green Bay, and other lake ports the stock of 
soft coal in store is stated to amount to 500, 
000 tons. A stock of hard coal almost as 
large is also said to be on the docks of North- 
ern ports. All of this coal is alleged to be 
owned by companies whose stockholders are 
mine operators in the section of Pennsy!- 
vania where strike; troubles are worst. ‘The 
coal was stored in anticipation of a heavy 
demand. and this did not materialize. 
Six weeks ago the owners of this coal made 
efforts to sell ata loss. A few weets later the 
strike was inaugurated. It is now alleged 
that the coal is offered at an advance of from 
40 to 50 cents above the prices of sixty Jays 
ago. President Morton of the Whitebreast 


. said : 
* strike is enabling the Pennsylvania 
and Ohio coal companies to dispose of their 
reat surplus.stock up north at fancy prices. 
Deans this it would appear that the Illinois 
and Iowa miners had stopped work for the 
benefft of these Eastern operators instead of 
from sympathy for the miners of those 
States.’ 

G. M. Woodward, General Western Agent 
of the Wheeling and Lake Erie Railway Coal 
company, was indignant yesterday over the 
assertions made by Western operators that 
the strike had been instigated by the Penn- 
sylvania and Ohio operators. In the first 
place.“ said he, there is no such an amount 
of soft coal as is alleged at Duluth. I happen 
to know that there are not more than 200,- 
000 tons there. The charge is absurd.“ 


Settlement in IIlinois Necessary. 


The Whitebreast Fuel company, which em- 
ploys 3,000 miners in Illinois and Iowa, yes- 
terday issued a circular tothe men. The cir- 
cular is headed by a statement regarding the 
stocks owned at Northern ports, as stated by 
President Morton in his interview. Refer- 
ring to the company’s mines the circular cites 
the fact that the mining rate at Danville was 
38 cents a tou and at dd 77 cents a ton 
and then says: 

To the company it appears one of two things 
must occur: 

Either the miners in the third vein district 
must arrange through their State or national or- 
ganization so that the wages for hand and ma- 
chine mining in Southern and Central Illinois 
shall be advanced and the inequalities removed 
in t way; or 

The miners in the third vein district must ac- 
cept a reduction in order to secure regular work 
and fair earnings per month, thereby removing 
the inequalities between the two sections of the 
State by leveling down instead of leveling up. 

Of the two ways the company much prefers the 
former. 

Col. W. P. Rend says the local situation is 
less stringent; that coal is arriving from West 
Virginia and Cincinnati. George F. Getz 
takes the opposite view. The large consumers, 
he says, have coalon hand and are buying 
every day what they can against the future. 
But the stock in Chicago, he says, is low and 
in ten days it will be exhausted. Complaints 
are coming in from country towns and cities 
that manufacturing plants and water works 
must shut down soon unless coal becomes 
more plentiful. 

The Anthracite Coal Association of the city 
held a meeting at the Wellington yesterday. 
W. S. Bogie, who presided, said that the trade 
had anticipated a big demand for anthracite, 
but thus far they had been disappointed. 
There is a vast quantity of soft caal coming 
into Chicago from the Pocahontas field in 
Virginia and from West Virginia, and the 
stocks on hand in Illinois have been larger 
than we thought. Unlessthe strike continues 
for several weeks the anthracite trade will 
reap little benefit out of it.“

ELOQUENT AROHBISHOP MAKES A 
“PLEA FOR ARBITRATION. 


Addresses the Biennial Council of Rail- 
way Engineers at St. Paul, Urging a 
Holy Respect for Property Rights=<De- 
fines the Complim Relations 
That Should Exist Between Labor and 
Capital - Chief Arthur HKecounts the 
Work of the Order for Two Yea 


Sr. Paul.. Minn., May 10.—The already 
beautiful Metropolitan opera-house was 
dressed with flowers when the Brotherhood of 
Lecomotive Engineers met in their formal 
welcome meeting this afternoon, and every 
one of the 2,000 seats was filled and many 
more people were standing. The exercises 
were interesting throughout, but the address 
of Archbishop Ireland was the feature of the 
meeting, containing some strong talk on the 
labor question. Second Assistant Engineer 
W. C. Hayes was Master of Ceremonies, and 
welcome addresses were delivered by Mbyor 
Wright for the City of St. Paul, Attorney- 
General Childs for the State of Minnesota, 
Archbishop Ireland, T. D. O’Brien of St. Paul, 
J. E. Phalen, Master Mechame of the Great 
Northern, and the Rev. 8. G. Smith of this 
city. 

Arehbishop Ireland in the course of his 
speech said: : 

The interests and rights of labor, how often 
have I pleaded for them, and poring do I plead 
for them anew. I hate that view o labor which 
makes of it a mechanical force like unto the rota- 
tion of a railroad or a turbine, purchasable at 
mere market value. I must see at all times the 
living generator of labor—the man, my own 
brother and the child of the supreme God, and in 
availing myself of human labor I must keep well 
in mind the dignity and the rights of man. 
must) have before my eyes the man and the circle 
of life into which man has a divine right to ex- 
pasd himself. the family; and I demand for the 

aborer and his family, so far as through just and 
rational measures we can reach thereto, the 
means of decent livelihood, the opportunities to 
develop intellect, to care for bodily health and 
moral and religious growth. 

Let me now enter my brief At 
once you will unite with me in extending over it 
the shield which covers property, whether this 
be the extensive investment of the rich or the 
circumscribed possession of the poor. operty 
is the very foundation stone of the social fabric; 
it is the incentive and reward of industry and 
energy. The Indian tribes have slight regard for 
property ; what is owned by one may be used and 
controlled by all; the Indian tribes remain 
bands of savage idlers. He who menaces proper- 
ty isan Anarchist, and the Anarchist is the dead- 
ly foe of order, of right, of society. He is the 
wild beast, solely bent on destruction. 

Labor is in absolute need of the cooperation of 
capital. To what purpose is your muscular 
strength unless capital is nigh to reward? With- 
out capital, be there the millions of willing 
workmen, factory doors remain closed, fields are 
untilled, mines hold their treasures in conceal- 
ment, no ships plow seas, no railroads span con- 
tinents. Without capital labor is a latent, un- 
productive energy. Why. today, are there among 
us legions of unemployed? Because capital hies 
away from us. It is an easy matter in club- 
room and on public square to discuss 
capital and its obligations and to 
mark out the channels through which it 
should flow in order to reach our qwn hands. As 
a matter of fact capital emerges into public light 
or hides itself in vaults. at its own good pleasure.

We must woo it with winning words and acts. It | 


is timid of its life. Make it insecure, it will shun 
you and leave you to beat the air with your idle 
arms. The laws of the financial world are as in- 
flexible as those of the four seasons of the year; 
the State or the country in which, through mob 
riots or oppressive legislative statutes, property 
is endangered or made unproductive, will be 
surely abandoned to their own sterile resources. 

Serious complications, however, will from time 
to time arise, and misunderstandimgs which no 
pleasant words or ordinary proceedings will elimi- 
nate, I am not afraid to mention the word strike. 
Nor will 1 say that it never should be counseled. 
I say this much, however, of strikes: They are in 
the industrial world what wars are between peo- 
ples, to be dreaded forthe ruin they cause, and 
never to be urged except when all other counsels 
have failed and where great interests are at 
stake, and wllen strikes do take place they must 
be, like wars between civilized nations, conducted 
under the dictates of justice and humanity. 
Amid the utmost fury of strikes property must be 
held sacred and the liberty of other men ailowed 
as we demand that our liberty be allowed. He 
who deprives another man of liberty deserves to 
lose his own. These are the imperious laws of 
social justice and of God's religion. 

This is an age of reason, as distinguished from 
previous ages of semi-barbarism and brute force. 

. then, cannot nations cease putting their 
pride in their power to murder men and arbi- 
trate their differences? And why cannot employ- 
ers and @mployés equally avoid discord by peace- 
ful arbitration? The man who has confidence in 
his cause and in the justice of his claims should 
not fear arbitration. He who decides against it 
and takes to physical prowess awakens suspicion 
against himself. 

Grand Chief Arthur closed the session with 
his biennial address. After some general re- 
marks on the prosperity ofsthe brotherhood 
Mr. Arthur referred to the depression in gen- 
eral business and regretted that uany of the 
people would fail to learn the lesson of indi- 
vidual economy that should be taught by their 
experiences of the last year. With that lesson 
learned the people would be less in a position 
to suffer from the fluctuations of trade, Dur- 
ing the last two years the brotherhood 
has paid, he said, 405 insurance 
benefits, to the ampunt of $943,- 
200, making a total of $4,721,369.61 
paid to widows and orphans since 
the brotherhood wus organized in 1867. 
Thirty-eight subdivisions have been added 
since the last convention, making a total of 
526 subdivisions, representing 35,000 mem- 
bers. All differences of opinion with the vari- 
ous companies were adjusted satisfactorily 
save in the cases of the Toledo, Ann Arbor 
and Northern Michigan and the Lehigh roads, 
a full report of which was made at the time. 
He believed the men fully justified in their 
action at that time.

SAMOAN NATIVES AGAIN QUIET. 


Foreign Consuls Cause the Dissatisfied 
Ones to Cease Hostilities. 

Arta, Samoa, April 25, via San Francisco, 
Cal., May 10, per steamer Alameda.—No 
fighting among natives has occurred since 
the last correspondence. Last Sunday night 
a great scare was caused by false information 
that the rebel party was about to attack the 
town. The natives made immediate prepa- 
rations to resist, while the toreigners arranged 
to board the ships in the harbor. Both the 
British and German war vessels got ready and 
had armed parties prepared to land. The 
cessation of hostilities among the natives is 
due tothe united efforts of the American, 
British, and German Consuls.

WHAT MAKES THE IDEAL CLUB. 


Cheers Greet Statement That Both Men 
and Women Should Compose It, 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 10.—/Special,1— 
The ideal club of the future will be composed 
of women and men. This was settled pretty 
conclusively today at the Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs’. convention. The thought has the 
support of the most intelligent and advanced 
members. The afternoon sesston of the fed. 
eration was a free-for-all discussion upon the 
question of the ideal club, how to attain it. 
Dr. Sarah Hackett Stevenson of Chicago 
opened the debate, “ Theidea of an ideal 
club is § «vague enough to be fasei- 
nating’ was the opening remark’ of 
Dr. Stevenson. Continuing she said: An 
ideal club would be composed of an ideal 
membership; this would be impossible and 
can never be realized. An ideal individuatity 
is a thing scarcely to be expected in this life, 
The officering of the club is an important 
part of the work, but the President cannot be 
a mere executive. The President must have 
a policy. Conditions and things will be 
forced upon her and she will have a follow. 
ing. It would be a good thing if all the mem- 
bers could in turn fill the Presidential 
chair, but the Secretary should be a 
paid officer and kept in position year after 
year. Department formation is the best, and 
I think one of the best clubs in the country is 
the recently organized Arundel of Balti- 
more, which has five departments—art, liter- 
ature, education, science, and economy. A 
word right here. We have the department of 
reform and philanthrophy in our club and I 
think it is a mistake. When you start out as 
a reformer you have everybody arrayed 
against you. Philanthrophy has become a 
business. Under, the word ‘economics’ 
you can place all those ultra 
things you do not care to call by 
their right names and thus arouse antipathy.

Burroughs. a prominent merchant of New 
York, offered to construct in Fredericksburg 
at his own expense a wetnorial to the mother 
of George Washmgton. The work was begun,

Waite at the head and Mrs. Hetzel as Secre- 
tary, and the work of raising money for the 
monument commenced in earnest.
